No. 18B PG(14)/58.— The Government of India have re- 
ceived the Administration Report of the Port of Madrai for 
the year 1957-58. The following are the noteworthy features 
of the Report:— 

(1) Financial Results.— The financial results for the year were 
satisfactory. The revenue receipts of the Port Trust for the 
year undei review amounted lo Rs. 265 1 43 lakhs as against 
Rs. 23T09 lakhs in the previous year. 

The net expenditure for the year, excluding the amount held 
under suspense and I he amounts paid as contributions to the 
Renewals and Replacement Fund, General Insurance Fund 
and Capital Account aggregating Rs. 62*00 lakhs, amounted 
to Rs. 135*39 lakhs as against Rs. Ill 41 lakhs in the previous 
year, The increase in expenditure has been mainly on ac- 
count of increase on establishment charges (Rs. 5,11,780) re- 
pairs and maintenance (Rs. 6,28.951) and payment of interwt 
to Government on loans (Rs. 5,36,688), 
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The balances in Lhc various Reserve Funds of Lhe Port 
Trust at the end of Lhe year were satisfactory. 

The Pilotage Fund receipts and expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 6 43 lakhs and Rs, 4 55 lakhs respectively. The expendi- 
ture is inclusive ot a conlribution of Rs. 1 lakh to Lhc Revenue 
Account. The actual closing balance of Lhe Pilotage Fund at 
the end of 1957-58 was Rs. 3.74,474/-. 

Outstanding Loans.— The outstanding amount of loans taken 
by Lhc Port Trust from Government was Rs. 4,44,10,028/- at 
lhc end of the year. 

(2) Trolfic.— Tlic tolal dead weight tonnage of imports and 
exports which passed through the Port during the year i\as 
imports 1.885,489 and export..? 618.599 as against imports 
1,865,849 and exports 598,279, respectively, in Lhe previous 
year. There was an increase in foreign traffic. both imports 
ami cxpoils, during the year. The trade during the year 
showed an increase of 1'6 per cent ovei that of the previous 
year. 

The tonnage of coal imported by sea during lhe year was 
357,961 as against 373.371 in the previous year.
